In Bombay the mamlatdars 
(tahsildars), the inspectors of police, and the deputy i inspec- 
tors of schools are addressed as Rao Sahib, and the higher 
native officials as Rao Bahadur. These’ titles are obviously 
too high for the officers in question. In the time of the 
Peshwas such titles were given only to the highest officials 
who rendered eminent services to the state: as for instanoe 
the title of Sena Sahib’ was bestowed upon the Gackwar, 
that of Shamsher Bahadur upon the son of the Peshwa born 
of a Mahammadan wife, &c. The ordinary officials were 
at first addressed as Raj Shri or Réjménya Rajshri. 
But when Persian or Urdu became the court language in 
native states, the titles of Jandb and Mikarbdn were adopted 
in official correspondenoe. The Government should revive 
the use of these titles instead of introducing the high sound- 
ing titles of Rao Sahib and Rao Bahadur.
